- > fiderable Rents ; and part in Poſſeſſion, together with the Reverſions of 
- thoſe Leaſes deſcended to the Lady Zvze.

The Leaſes lately generally expired ; the Lady Fvie thereupon claim- 


ed, and endeavoured to recover, the Reverſions, as her proper Right ; but 
Imet with theſe difficulties.

the particular ſatisfaction of her own Conſcience, hath thought good to 
print the ſeveral Records, by which their reſpective Titles are made our. 


Bout one hundred and thirty Acres of this Mannor were drowned 
about the 25th. year of King /Zenry the 57h. reaching from St. Ca- 
therines on the Welt, to Ratcliff-7 own on the Eaſt : Ir was drained by one 
Vanderdelff ; who, by agreement of the Os, was to have one 
Moiety for his pains ; which he fold to Richard Z/ 


Thcereupon an Act of Parliament was made, which Enacted, That the 
id Richard Hill and his Heires, ſhuuld have YVanderdelf s Moiety ; In 
which ACt.che drowned Lands are thus bounded (viz.) On the highway lead- 
ins from Tondon to Ratclift on the North part ; On the River of Thames on 
the South part ; On the Town of Ratclift «» 7he Eaſt part : And upon 
St. Catherines, on the Weſt part. 


By a Leaſe from ZJeary Moore, Abbot of the Monaſtery of Graces, 
to Thomas Stepkin, dated September 17th. 1t appears, That the faid 
Abbot granted that Leaſe to the taid Thomas Stepkin for Ninty-nine 
Years of a Wharle called Lewin's Vharfe ; and a Wharte called Z7ermitage 
Wharfe ; and leveral other Lands therein particularly named ; All lying 
in the Mannor of Stepzey, called Ewell.

By Indenture bcaring date the 5th. December, ugh Loſſe, and As- 
nes Lofſe his wite, covenant with Machelin Stepkin, Anthony Anthony, 
and Z{umphrey Smith, to Levy a Fine of the ſaid Wharfes, &c. in Ea- 
ſter Term next enſuing, to the faid Anthony Anthony and Humphrey 
Smith, tor the uſe of the faid Machelin Stepkin and Fol-+ Stepkin her 
Son, and the Heirs of the faid Fohn Stepkin for ever. 


A Fine was Levied accordingly. 


By an Inſtrument bearing date the 2<th. of Ofober, which is to be 


found in the Augmentation Office, it appears, That the Maſter and Bre-

King James the Firſt, the 7th of July, 1609, releaſed to Fohn Steptinand his 
Heirs tor ever, all the Lands extended; And in this Patent Bazill Johnſon 
the demandant in the faid Recovery 3d of Fiz. is named, and under this 
Tohn Stepkin the Lady Tvie Claimes as Heir to Fohn Stepkin her Father, 


Son of the aforclaid John Stepkin. 


Arthur Hill Aged 84 Years, and Chriſtopher Green Aged 80 Years, 
depoſed the 1cth. of October 1634. That the Breach of Water was in 
a great Dock called Stepkins Dock, and the Anceſtors of Stepkings, 
owners of the Marth, did maintain the ſame. 


One Richard Glover being in poſſeſſion of certain Lands, by vertue 
of a long Leale trom Steptins, the Lady Tvies Anceſtor, fold the ſame to 
Sir Anthony Bateman as Copyhold, in 1647. tho' the Father of this 
Richard, the 16th. of May the Year before, fold the ſame as Freehold 
to one Warren. Both theſe Deeds are enrol/d. 


The Lady Ivie hath had Veraifs for her Title in 
Four Tryals at Barr. 


Firſt. In the Exchequer before Lord Chiet "MP Turner. 
Second. In the Kings Bench before L. Chiet Juſtice Hales. 
Third. In the Kings Bench before L. Chiet Juſtice Rainsford. 
Fourth. In the Exchequer before L. Chief Baron Mountague. 


During the whole time of the Tryals aforefaid, there was a Conſpi- 
racy to procure Witneſles to {wear the Lady Zvie's Deeds, and ſome other 
of her Evidences, Forged : Thomas Ouftet, then Husband to the now 
Witneſs againſt the Lady vie, conteſſed the Conſpiracy ; upon which the 
Court of Kings Bench ordered an Information to be exhibited againſt the 
Attorney of her Adverſaries, and one Jreton, for ſubornation of Perju- 
ry: The Attorney was convicted before the Lord Chief Juſtice Rainsford: 
The proot againſt him was, That he entred into Articles to give foe hun- 
dred Pounds to any Perſon that ſhould ſwear ſome particular Deeds and 
Evidences of the Lady Fvies forged, and to procure the Rings par: 
don for the Perſon that ſhould Swear it. The Trunck, together with the 
Articles, and three hundred and fifty Pounds, part of the ſaid five hundred 
Pound, was found in a Gentlemans Chamber in the Temple, and by a 
Tipſtaff ſent by the Lord Chief Juſtice, brought into Court.
